Not the slightest trace of any mechanical 
apparatus or of fuse has been found in the 
Tower or in the Parliam ent buildings. This 
fact strengthens the opinion that no infer­ 
nal machine was used to effect the explo­ 
sions, but that the agency employed was 
dynam ite in some sim ple form, pack­ 
ages containing live or six pounds ot the 
explosive being deposited in the Towc-r 
and Parliam ent buildings. 


FORCE OF TH E EXPLOSION. 
The ventilation cham ber of the House of 
Commons is a yawning chasm, into which, 
at the mom ent of the explosion, poured 
m any tons of brick work, masonry and 
splintered timber. 
The electric lighting 
office of the House of Commons and cables 
were destroyed, and the apparatus was ren­ 
dered unfit for use by the explosions. Closer 
inspection shows the ruin to be more 
appalling than was at first supposed. The 
Pustoftice in the lobby was destroyed, and 
several huge blocks of 
stone, fourteen 
inches thick and weighing half a ton, were 
upheave*!. 
The magazine at Ilvde I’ark is patrolled 
by police.

change from the school-room to the play­ 
ground w ithout the wraps pupils wear 
when 
they depart for home, and which 


they w ill not put on at recess. 
Even in 
summer it is doubtful if the recess is phv»- 


¡rally beneficial, it is claimed, except for 
the youngest children. 
It shortens the 
noon hour, encourage- hasty lunching in 


those who go hom e at that tim e, and de­ 
prives them of th e quiet that should suc­ 
ceed every meal. 
The 
Popular Science 
Monthly cites also as an argument used bv 
those of the affirmative at tlie East, the 
fact that the recess encourages rude and 
boisterous play, and to some extent aflbrds 


opportunity for association w ith the vi­ 
cious,and consequent corruption o f morals. 
In a!! eittc». a- in Sacramento, it has been 
found necessary to detail a teacher at each 
recess to remain in the sehool-vard and 
w ithin the hearing of pupils. 
In the dis­

hours for full-day <*la»»es front i) to 11:30 a. 
m., and from 1:15 to 3:30 r. m., thus en­

D uring the discussion in the Assembly yester­ 
day ot the bill to prohibit the use o f lead pencils 
in scratching ballots, somehow or other theop- 
tsisition thereto cam e from Dem ocratic m em ­ 
bers. 
Mr. Firebaugh. the author of the bill, ex­ 
plained th at at th e late election great frauds 
were com m itted in San Francisco by election 
clerks erasing the nam es of certain candidates 
from the ballots by m eans o f bits of lead con­ 
cealed beneath the finger nails. 
By m eans of 
this trick certain ltopu..¡.cans were deprived of 
offices to w hich they were elected. 
Dr. May ex ­ 
pressed him self very w arm ly on the subject. He 
said : " If only ja-n and ink arc used, the will of 
the people w ill lie heard, and not th at of seoun 
drels."

SENATORIAL. 


D e ta ils ot E x-G overn or S tan ford ’s G reat 
E d u ca tio n a l I’lan . 
Follow ing is the full text o f a bill intro­ 
duced in both branches of the Legislature 
yesterday at the instance o f ex-G ovem or 
Leland Stanford. 
It is, beyond doubt, the 
m ost rem arkable instrum ent of the kind 
ever presented for enrollm ent upon the 
statute books of any State or nation. W hile 
the bill itself m erely em bodies the outward 
legal form under w hich bequests may be 
m ade o f the character that he has in view, 
still its wording gives som e idea o f the far- 
reaching effects o f his proposed great plii- 
lanthropie schem e. It will be seen that one 
o f the leading features o f the plan is to 
afford free education to the children of de­ 
ceased m echanics and others w ho had left 
no m eans for properly educating their off­ 
spring. 
It also aim s to encourage pupils in 
the public schools to strive toward perfec­ 
tion by according to the more m eritorious 
all the advantages o f the great institution 
w hich he proposes to establish and endow. 
T he bill read s: 
An Act to advance learning, the arts and Sci­ 
ences.-and to prom ote the public w elfare by 
providing for the conveyance, holding and pro­ 
tection ot propcrtv. and the creation ot trusts for 
th e founding, endow m ent, erection am i m ainte­ 
nance w ithin this state of universities, college», 
schools, sem inaries of learning, technical insti­ 
tute-. m useum s and galleries ot art. 
T he people of the Stale o f California, repre­ 
sented iu Senate uud Assembly, do enact as 
follows: 
section 1. Tire provisions of this Act are to be 
liberally const rut *1 w ith a view to effect its ob- 
je c ts a n d prom ote its purposes; a n d in the Con­ 
struction thereof the singular num ber shall la* 
deem ed to include the plural, and th e plural 
shall be deem ed to include th e singular num ­ 
ber: and the m asculine gender sliull be deem ed 
to include the fem inine. 
Section 2. Any person desiring, in hi» lifetim e, 
to prom ote the public w elfare by founding, en ­ 
dow ing and having m aintained w ithin tiii-slate 
a university, college, school, sem inary of learn­ 
ing, m echanical institute, m useum of gallery . 
art. or any or all thereof, may. t.■ that end and 
for such purpose, by grant In w riting, convey to 
a trustee or to any num ber of trustees nam ed iu 
such grant .and to th eir successor* any prop­ 
erty. real nr personal, lalouging to such"pcr-on 
am i situated or being w ith ln tliisstate: /..... 
it such per-on la* m arried, and »:;. Ii property l*v 
common pnq-erty. such grant m ust i*e signed 
and acknow ledged By both husband and wife iu 
th e m anner provided by law in res|a*et to con­ 
veyances of real estate ill other eases. 
section ::. The person m aking such grant m ay 
therein designate : 
li The nature, object anii 
purposes o f the institution or institutions to la1 
founded, endow ed and m aintained. 
.* The 
nam e by w hich it or they shall l«- know n. 
..* 
The powers and d u tirs o f th e trustee- and the 
m aim er in w hich they shall account, and to 
whom, if account lig be required; but -u.*h 
powers shall be held to he exclusive of other 
powers and duties w hich m ay be neees-ary to 
enable such trustees to fully carry out ih e ’oh- 
je e tso f such grant. 
I The m ode and m anner 
and by whom the successors to the trustee or trus­ 
tees nam ed in the grant are to be appointed.

cu.*h rules and regulation» for the m anagem ent 
of th e property conveyed as th e grantor m ay 
elect to prescribe : but such rules shall, unless 
the grantor otherw ise prescribe, be deem ed ad­ 
visory only, and shall not preclude such trus­ 
tees from m aking such c h an g e-as new condi­ 
tions m ay from tim e to tim e require.

place or "places w here and th e tim e when the 
buildings necessary and proper for th e institu­ 
tions shall be erected and the character and ex ­ 
tent thereof. The persons m aking such grant 
m ay therein provide for all other things neces­ 
sary and proper to carry out the purposi - there­ 
of, iiud especially may such person provide fertile 
trades and professions w hich shall be taught 
in such institutions and th e term s ii(k»i w hich 
deserving scholars of th e public schools of t lie 
various counties of this State m ay be adm itted 
to all the privileges of such institutions as a 
rew ard for m eritorious conduct and good schol­ 
arship, and also for m aintaining free scholar­ 
ship tor children o f persons who have rendered 
service to o r w ho have died in the service of this 
9‘tatc, and also for m aintaining free scholarships 
for children of m echanics, tradesm en and la­ 
borer» who have died w ithout leaving m eans 
sufficient to give such children a practical edu­ 
cation. fitting them for th e useful trades or art», 
and also th e term s and conditions u p n i w hich 
students in th e public and private schools and 
other deserving persons m ay. without cost to 
them selves, attend th e lecture» of any university- 
established, and also the term s and condition’s 
upon w hich the m useum s and a rt galleries and 
conservatories of m usic connected w ith any 
such institution shall he open to all deserving 
persons w ithout charge and w ithout th eir be­ 
com ing students of the institution. 
Section i. The trustee or trustees nam ed in 
such grant and th eir successors m ay, in the nam e 
of tiie iiistituiion or institutions designated in 
such grant, sue and defend in relation to the 
trust property and in relation to all m atters af­ 
fecting t lie institution or institutions endow ed 
and established by such a grant. 
Section 5. The person m aking such grant, by 
a provision therein, m ay elect,’in relation to the 
property conveyed and in relation to th e erec­ 
tion, m aintenance and m anagem ent of such in- 
stituti'.n or institutions, to perform during his 
life all th e duties and exercise all the powers 
which by the term s o f th e grant are devolved 
upon the trustee or trustees therein nam ed. If 
tin* person m aking such grant and m aking the 
election, aforesaid, be a m arried person, such 
person m ay further provide th a t i! the w ife of 
»uch person survive him , then such wife daring 
h er life m ay, in relation to th e property con­ 
veyed an.l in relation to the erection, m ainte­ 
nance and m anagem ent of such institution or in­ 
stitutions, porfnrm all the duties and exercise 
all the powers w hich by the term» of the grant 
are devolved upon the trusteeor trustees therein 
nam ed : and m all -uch cases the jmwers and 
duties conferred and im posed by such grant 
upon the trustee or trustee.» therein mimed shall 
devolve upon and be exercised by th e person 
m aking such grant or by his wife, as the case 
m ay lie ; proriitat. how ever, that upon the death 
of such person or his: surviving wiíe, n» the ease 
m ay lie, such powers and duties shall vest abso­ 
lutely in and becxercised by the trustees nam ed 
in th e grant and th eir successors. 
Section 0. The person m aking »ueh grant m ay 
therein reserve th e right to alter, am end or 
m odify th e term s and conditions thereof, and 
the trusts therein created iu respect to any of 
th e m atters m entioned or referred to in subdi­ 
visions 1 to 6, inclusive, of Section 2 thereof, 
and m ay also therein reserve the rigiit, during 
the life of such person or persons, o f absolute 
disposition over the personal property conveyed, 
and also over the rents, issues and profits o t'th e 
real property conveyed, w ithout liability to ac­ 
count therefor in any m anner w hatever, and 
w ithout any liability <Ivcr against th e estate of 
such person, and if any such person be m arried, 
such person m ay in suc*h grant further provide 
that if his wife survive him , th en such wife d u r­ 
ing her life m ay have tlie sam e absolute power 
of deposition over such personal property and 
such rents, issues and profits w ithout liability to 
account ther.-for in any m anner w hatever, and 
w ithout liability over against the estate of cither 
of the spouses. 
Section 7. Any such grant m ay be executed, 
acknow ledged and recorded in the sam e m an­ 
ner as is now provided by law liirth c execution, 
acknow ledgm ent and recording of grants of 
real property. 
section s. No suit, action, or proceeding shall 
l>e com m enced nr m aintained by any person to 
set aside, annul or affect said conveyance, or to 
affect the title to the property, or the right to 
th e possession, or to the rents, issues and profits 
thereof, unless th e sam e he com m enced w ithin 
two years alter the date of filing such grant for 
record : nor shall any defense be m ade to any 
»uit. actions, or proceedings com m enced by the 
trustee or trustees nam ed in saiii grant, or th eir 
successors, privies, or persons holding under 
them , w hich defense involves the legality of 
said grant, or affects the title to tiie property 
thercl.y conveyed, or the right t.i the possession 
o f the rents, issue» and profits thereof, unless 
such defense is m ade in a suit, action, or pro­ 
ceeding com m enced w ithin two years after 
such grant was filed for record. 
section 9. 
Tiie property conveyed by such 
grant shall not, after a lapse o f two years from 
the date of the filing for record of the grant, be 
subject to forced sale under execution, or ju ­ 
dicial proceeding of any kind, against 
the 
grantor or his privies, unless the action under 
w hich the execution is issued, or the proceed­ 
ings under w hich tiie sale is ordered shall have 
been com m enced w ithin two years after such 
grant was filed for record. 
Nor shall such 
property be subject to execution .«r forced sale 
under any proceedings instituted w ithin two 
years if there be other property o f th e grantor 
subject to execution or forced sale sufficient to 
satisfy tho judgm ent under w hich the execu­ 
tion was issued or the forced sale had. 
section 10. Any ¡ktsoii o r persons m aking any 
sti.di grant m ay at any tim e thereafter, by last 
w ill or testam ent, devise and bequeath to the 
State of California all or any of the property, 
real or personal, m entioned in such grant, or 
in any supplem ental grant, and such devise or 
bequest siial! only take effect in case, from any 
cause w hatever, the said grant shall be a n ­ 
nulled or set aside, or the trusts therein de­ 
clared shall for any reason fail. Such devise 
and bequest is hereby perm itted to be m ade, by 
way o f assurance that the w ishes o f the grantor 
or grantors shall be carried out, and in the 
faith th at th e State, in case it succeeds to the 
property, or any part thereof, w ill, to the extent 
and value o f such property, carry out, in re­ 
spect to the objects and purposes of any such 
grant, all th e w ishes and intentions of the 
grant* *r or grant. >rs. 
section 11. This Act shall be ¡11 force from anil 
after its passage.

H oard o f E ducation. 
The City Board of Education m et in reg­ 
ular session at the office of the City Super­ 
intendent at 7:.'10 last evening. Present— 
Directors Petrie, Slater, Conklin, Chadder- 
don, Davis, Avery and Alsip. Absent— 
Director Stevens. The m inutes of the last 
m eeting were read and approved. 
J. H. Welch appeared beiore the Board, 
saying that be lived at Twenty-fourth and 
N streets, and asked to have a perm it to 
send Ids little girl to school at Sixteenth 
and N streets, lie did not like the way the 
school was managed at Twenty-fourth and 
X streets. The request was granted. 
Director Avery. Chairman of the Build­ 
ing and Repair Committee, reported that 
all the school buildings in the city were in 
good repair, and 
estim ated that $¡.500 
would be required to keep them in that 
condition. 
. 
The rules and regulations for the public 
schools have not lieen printed since is,si. 
M any new rules have been adopted since, 
m any of them m aterially changed. The 
printed rules authorize a course of study 
entirely different from that now in use. 
It 
was suggested that the teachers of the pub­ 
lic schools be interested in this work, have 
them revise the rules, suggest necessary 
changes and subm it the result of their labor 
to the Board for adoption or rejection. 
The City Superintendent was authorized 
to have the printing of the same done as 
cheaply as possible. 
Director Alsip, Chairm an of the Com­ 
m ittee on Salaries, estimated that the ex­ 
pense of teachers for the coming year would 
lie $70.870; that oi janitors $ i'uOü; total, 
$70.s70. 
The insurance policies that expire during 
this year will cost $1,150. 
Director Slater, Chairm an of the F urni­ 
ture and Supplies Committee, estimated the 
following expense:

TWO PISTOL SHOTS. 


R e su lt o f th e R enew al of an Olil M isun­ 
d e rstan d in g . 
About quarter past eleven 
yesterday 
m orning a difficulty occurred in J. H . Cor­ 
bin’s saloon, J street, between Second and 
Third, between Judge W . S. Mesick and 
Enoch Dole, w hich resulted in the latter's 
being shot in the leg. The affair occasioned 
m uch excitem ent in the vicinity, and a 
crowd collected anxious to gather all the 
particulars. The parties had a disagree­ 
m ent on the basis of an old quarrel, and 
after the shooting the Judge repaired to his 
room, where he was subsequently arrested 
by officers K ent and Franks and special 
Ferral. 
Meanwhile Sheriff' IN ijson and 
others were endeavoring to pacify Dole, 
who was wild w ith excitement, anil roundly 
abused ail who were preventing him from 
trying to find M esick; but after awhile he 
w ent to the office of a physician, had his 
wound attended to and was conveyed home. 
A t the station-house, w hile waiting for 
the preparation of his bonds, Judge Mesick 
was requested by a reporter to state what 
the circumstances of the trouble were, and 
made tiie following explanation : 
About 
10:30 this m orning I w ent into Corbin's 
saloon to get my shooting .traps, deposited 
there, and when I came out from ab ack 
room there were in the saloon Mr. Dole and 
eight or ten others with whom I was well 
acquainted. 
We had several drinks, and 
finally all left except Dole and myself. 
I 
startc-d to gather up my trajo, which I had 
laid down, and a conversation sprang up 
about an old difficulty between Dole and 
myself. 
I said, '‘Don't let us talk about 
that. How’s your wife?” 
H e said, “ All 
right. 
W hy don’t you come and see us ?” 
I replied that 1 thought she did not care to 
see me, as she had not spoken when we 
met, probably because of the old trouble 
between 
Dole 
and 
myself. 
H e in ­ 
quired, 
"H ow 
did 
that 
trouble oc­ 
cur? 
Jim Corbin told 
me you said 
1 was a thief, a 
, and ought to be in 
State Prison.” 
I denied having said any­ 
thing of the kind, and he again inquired: 
■ W hat was the difficulty ?” I said : " Your 
anim als got in m y field when the ground 
was so ft: I drove t Item to your place, and 
asked you to keep them o u t; told you they 
were in the day before, and I drove them 
out. Y ou said : ' It’s a d—d lie !’ and I 
said: ‘ If a m an don’t believe me I don't 
w ant anything to do w ith him .' ” 
Dole, in 
answer to this, said : “ It's a d—d lie ; you 
were not there th e day before, and could 
not have driven them out.” 
I said I could 
prove it. and he again said it was a d—d 
iie. After sonle further talk I said: “ Cor­ 
bin's outside the door; you call b im an d see 
if he will say I told him that you were a 
thief and ought to lie in State Prison. 
A ny .nan 
who says 
i 
said so is a 
d—d liar, t all him 1" 
Dole replied, " But 
you didn’t drive my*stock out.” 
I said, 
"I certainly did." 
H e said, “ Y ou’re a 
d—d liar!" and at the instant grabbed me 
by the throat, backed m e over the ccuntcr 
and slapped both sides of my face. 
I said, 
" A in’t you asham ed of yourself to abuse a 
m an of my age—old enough to be your 
father?” 
H e let me go. and I went into a 
back room and sat down for a mom ent. 
My gum boots, cartridges, etc., were in the 
saloon, and, as i heard no noise, I thought 
he had gone, and concluded to go shoot­ 
ing, as I first intended. 
I went into the 
front room and saw Dole, who ejaculated. 
" You 
— !" and started form e. 
I pulled 
m y pistol and fired. 
W hile 1 doubtless in­ 
tended to intim idate him , I don't know 
w hether I intended to fire or not, it all hap­ 
pened so quick ; but perhaps because he was 
advancing upon me, I fired, but I don't 
believe 1 shot w ithin three or four feet of 
him . 
He grabbed me, threw m e down, 
and, putting his face close to mine, said: 
" Y o u ------------ —— , I’ll bite your nose 
off!" 
1 felt bis hot breath in m y face, and 
determ ined to -hoot to hit. Then the 
crowd rushed in and took him off. I got 
up. left m y pistol lying there, went into a 
back room and then down into th e base 
m ent, as I thought lie intended to pursue 
me, and after a w hile some friends let me 
out of the alley gate and I w ent to my 
room. Probably there w ouldn't have lieeil 
any trouble if bo had not been drinking 
and was pretty full. 
The physician who examined Mr. Dole's 
h u rt found that the ball struck on the in ­ 
side of the thigh, about an inch from the 
femoral 
artery, and 
came out about 
three inches from where it entered, inflict­ 
ing a wound not at all dangerous under 
ordinary circumstances. 
The wounded 
m an informed his friends that he had no 
desire to prosecute Judge Mesick, and re­ 
quested two of them to go to the station- 
house and request th at he be not ar­ 
rested : or. if he had been, to secure his 
release. H e did not wish any reporters to 
call upon him for information. 
H e had 
no idea that Mesick would shoot at him : 
though after the first jiari of the trouble he 
went away, and was surprised when he 
subsequently eme. ged 
from 
the 
back 
room with a pistol- in his hand. Even 
after the first shot lie did not expect an­ 
other, did not try to prevent it, and did 
not want to hurt the Judge. 
H e was will­ 
ing for “ outsiders," who were in the 
saloon at tlie time, to tell how 'he whole 
m atter occurred. 
As mentioned in Judge Mesick'- state­ 
ment. nearly all of the large party that 
had been 
enjoying themselves in the 
saloon had left before hard words were ex­ 
changed, and several of them were still 
standing on the sidewalk near the door. 
W hen the first shot was tired they thought 
it was further down the stre e t; but at the 
second J. IE Corbin and Carl Monger 
entered the saloon and found the parties 
to the difficulty on the floor, It,!-’ holding 
Mesick down with one hand, and the pistol 
with the other, w hile Mesick was saying 
som ething about "D o n 't bite m e.” 
Cor­ 
bin secured the pistol, and M unger lifted 
Dole up. 
D uring the whole difficulty there were 
present in the saloon the barkeeper and 
David McBride. The former i- as dum b as 
an oyster on tlie subject. The hitter's 
version of the ailair is in effect that both 
men used -harp language, resulting in 
Dole s taking Mesick s face between his 
bands and forcing him back against tiie 
counter; lie did not th in k h e -lapped or 
clmked him ; afterwards Mesick walked 
toward the front door, putting iiis hand tie- 
hind him. seeing which Dole caught him 
by the shoulders and said. "D o n 't play 
su 'h funny tricks here : " that Mesick then 
went into The back room, and remained 
aw hile; McBride and Dole engaged in con­ 
versation at the bar, and w hile they were 
conversing the Judge came out with a pis­ 
tol in his hand, presented it at Dole's 
breast, and said " D—n you, you slapped 
my face.” or -onietliiiig to that effect; 
Dole, by a quick movement, knocked the 
weapon aside, and it was discharged, the 
ball entering the floor; he then grappled 
with Mesick, threw him down, and while 
they were on the floor a second shot was 
fired: he did not hear either of them say a 
word between the first and second shots' 
Judge Mesick has given bail to appear to 
answer to an .assault with a deadly weapon 
if the case is i r ■- c ited. 
It is somewhat 
singular that several person- thought there 
were three shots fired, among them being 
Dole. 
McBride says there were but tw o.as 
do al-o Judge Mesick and most others. 
One ball entered the floor, and the other, 
after inflicting the wound, the jdastering of 
the side wall, and McBride now has it. 
Dole's coat has a hole in it made by one of 
the bullets, and this fact led to a report 
that he was wounded in the bodv also.

Tiie Board of City Trustees m et in regu­ 
lar session at 1 0 - a . m . yesterday, all the 
• mem bers present. Justice of the Peace 
; W illiam A. H enley appeared before the 
Board and presented bills for the furniture 
he had placed in his Court-room at Seventh 
and I streets, am ounting altogether to $130.

Mr. M iller wanted the figures of the 
funded debt. 
H e was referred for th at in ­ 
formation to Judge Beatty, one of the Com­ 
missioners. 
The Mayor said the city owed about

Funded-debt Commissioners hold $768,000. 
The M ayor said he told Mr. Mvei, one of 
the bondholders, on Saturday last, th at the 
city was not very anxious to compromise, 
but still lie thought one could be effected. 
• Ex Mayor Green said he thought the 
tim e for a settlement was ripe. 
Mayor Brown said he thought it could be 
settled in nineteen years by an annual tax 
levy of $190,000.
